G.S.B. SSSIE).—The following draft of rules further to amend the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration Rules 1955, which'the Central Government proposes to'mSke, 
in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Preven¬ 
tion of Food Adulteration Act, ia54 (37 of 1954) is hereby published, as required 
by sub-section (1) of the said section 23, for the information" of all person^ likely 
to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will 
be taken into consideration after the expiry of 45 days from the date on which'the 
copies of the Gazette of India in which this notification is published, are made 
available to the public. 

Any ob,iections or suggestions which ma.v be received from any person with 
respect to- the said draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified, will be 
considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules ma.y be called the Prevention Food Adulteration (Amendment) 
Rules, 1976. 
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2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 in Appendix B for item 
A. 12, the following Item shall be substituted, namely:— 

“A. 12—Margarine means an emulsion of edible oils and fats with water which 
presembles table (Creamery) butter In consistency and appearance. It shall be 
free from rancidity, added colouring and flavouring substances, mineral oil and 
animal body fats. If may contain common salt not exceeding 2.5 per cent, per¬ 
mitted emulsifying and stabilising agents, and butylated hydroxyanisole (BHA) upto 
maximum limit of 0.02 per cent. 

It shall conform to the following specifications, namely;— 

1. Fat—Not less than 80 per cent mass/mass. 

2. Moisture—Not less than 12 per cent and not more than 16 per cent mass/ 

mass. 

3. Vitamin A—Not less than 30 i.u. per gram of the product at the time of 

manufacture. 

It shall contain not less than 5 per cent of its weight of Til Oil but sufficient to 
ensure that when separated fat Is mixed with refined groundnut oil in the propor¬ 
tion of 20:80, the red colur produced by the Bapdouin test shall not be lighter than 
2.5 red units'in 1 cm. ceU on a lovibond scale. 

Note.—T he oils to be used in the manufacture of margarine shall be the same 
as used in the manufacture gf vanaspati specified in the Vegetable Oil Products 
Control Order, 1947.".
